ia Hospital has been established for the reception 

of Children suffering from Chronic and Incurable 
Disease, who are on that account excluded or discharged 
from General Hospitals. Although many of these patients 
are beyond hope of ultimate recovery, it is found that 
medical skill and careful nursing, together with good food 
and ventilation, such as cannot be obtained in the homés 
of the poor, will always greatly alleviate suffering; while 
some cases can be successfully treated, which, requiring 
for their cure a longer time than can be spared to them in 
General Hospitals, receive here continuous care for an 
indefinite period. 


N Oot Er. 


The Committee of the Cheyne Hospital desire to state that, owing 
to the special character of this Institution, it is not found possible to 
give ‘‘ Letters of Recommendation” to those who kindly contribute to 
their Funds. Such Letters are practically futile, unless they carry a 
reasonable probability of early admission or relief: indeed they are 
worse than useless, because they would appear to give a promise which 
could not be fulfilled, and would thus lead to disappointment and 
misunderstanding. As the main object of the Cheyne Hospital is to 
undertake the continuous care and treatment of cases of deep-seated 
or incurable disease, which no General Hospital will accept, and to 
keep them for an indefinite period. it will be obvious that changes are 
very slow and vacancies few and far between. The average length of 
Patients’ stay in the Hospital is now over two years; while many 
of the children remain for much longer periods. Subscribers are invited 
to write in reference to any case in which they may be interested, to the 
Secretary, who will at once, should it appear pruma facre eligible, 
forward a copy of Form of Medical Certificate, on return of which duly 
filled in, the Child’s name will be added to the list for examination 
and admission as vacancies arise, and in accordance with the privileges 
of Donors and Subscribers, (p. 4.) More than this cannot in honesty 
be promised, and the Committee feel it due to their many and generous 
friends to make their position in this matter clear.

PRIVILEGES OF DONORS AND SUBSCRIBERS. 


1.—Donors of not less than Fifty Guineas (£52 10s.) in one sum, 
and Annual Subscribers of Ten Guineas (£10 10s.) and upwards (during

One of the Executors of every person from whose estate a Legacy of 
Fifty Guineas or upwards shall have been received by the Hospital, 
shall be entitled to the same privileges as a Donor of Fifty Guineas.

3.—Children are admitted only between three and twelve years of age, 
those recommended by Governors and Subscribers taking precedence.

The following means of assisting the objects of this Institution are 
set down for the information, and in response to the enquiries, of 
friends who may be willing to give practical support to its work. 


Cot ENDOWMENT. 


The sum of £1,000 endows a Free Cot in perpetuity, the Donor 
being entitled to name it and to nominate a child to it whenever a 
vacancy occurs, no payment being required on behalf of the patient. 


The sum of £750 endows a Half-payment Cot in perpetuity, the Donor 
being entitled to name it and to nominate a child to it whenever a 
vacancy occurs; the payment of two shillings a week being required 
on behalf of the occupant. 


The sum of £300 endows a Free Cot for the period of the Donor’s 


life, and entitles the Donor to name it and to nominate a child to it 


as vacancies arise, no payment being required on behalf of the patient. 


The sum of £250 endows a Half-Payment Cot for the period of the 
Donor’s life, and entitles the Donor to name it, and to nominate a 
child to it as vacancies arise, the payment of two shillings a week being 
required on behalf of the patient so nominated. 


These Life Cot Endowments can be converted into Permanent En- 
dowments upon the death of the Donor, either by bequest or 
otherwise. (See p. 4.) 


Cot SUBSCRIPTION. 


An Annual Subscription of £40 entitles the Subscriber (during its 
continuance) to name a Free Cot, and to nominate a child to it when- 
ever a vacancy occurs, no payment being required on behalf of the 
patient.

An Annual Subscription of £10 10s. and upwards constitutes the — 


Subscriber (during its continuance) a Governor of the Hospital; such

the Committee and Governors, and to nominate one case annually; 
such child having precedence of admission over those recommended by 
other Subscribers. 


An Annual Subscription of £1 1s. and upwards entitles the Sub- 
seriber (during its continuance) to recommend one child annually; 
such case taking precedence of admission over those not so recom- 
mended. 
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ASSISTANCK FOR SPECIAL Cases. 
Some friends prefer to concentrate their interest ugon one particular 
Cot or case. A few methods of doing this are suggested :— 

(1) The maintenance payment for a child at the Hospital is 
£10 8s. per annum, the actual cost of its support being about 
£54 per annum. In the majority of cases the parents 
are able, and ought, to pay some part of this sum, but help 


toa greater or less extent is often needed. The Secretary 
can always furnish details of cases requiring such help. 


(2) Assistance in finding suitable Homes for children requiring 
care and attention after leaving the Hospital, is frequently 
wanted by the Committee. 


(3) Contributions towards the purchase of instruments, carriages, 
&e., for discharged patients, and towards their maintenance 
at Nursing or other Homes, are always welcomed. 
Donations.

Contributions of any amount are gratefully accepted and acknow- 
ledged; and these unexpected gifts come sometimes with particular 
gratification at a time of special and depressing need.

General. 

The work of the past year has not materially differed from 
that in previous years, but many patients have made good 
progress, and have either been discharged, or will shortly be 
well enough to be sent home. | 

The Committee regret that a larger number of patients 

have died during the year than for some time past, but several 
of these had been in a precarious condition for a long time, 
and probably the trying heat of the summer was prejudicial 
to them. 

The number who have been discharged cured or greatly 
relieved, has been quite up to the average. 

There has been no epidemic of any infectious or contagious 
disease at Cheyne Hospital, but at St. Nicholas there was’an 
outbreak which is referred to below. 

The Committee greatly reeret that, Mr. |) PrimeNBartlere 
who has acted as a Medical Officer of the Hospital ever since 
its start, has been seriously ill; but they are glad to know that 

e is now better, and they hope that he will soon be completely | 
restored to health. 

They also sincerely regret to have to report the loss by death ~ 
of Mrs. Weeks, who most faithfully served as cook at the 7 
Hospital for over 30 years. 

The warmest thanks of the Committee are tendered to the 
Medical and Nursing Staffs at both Hospitals, for their untiring 


efforts to relieve the sufferings of the patients under their ¥ 
cave. 
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St. Nicholas — Hospital. 


With the exception of the epidemic referred to, the 
progress made by the patients at this Hospital has been 
very satisfactory. The fine, pure air there is very helpful in 
€ases of Tuberculous diseases, and many of the children so 
suffering have made marked progress. 


The Committee have come to the conclusion that the 
climate at St. Nicholas is best suited to Tuberculous cases, 
and the patients to be sent there in the future will be 
confined, as far as possible, to those suffering from such 
complaints. [t has been decided to extend the Open aim” 
treatment for these, and arrangements have been made for 
the erection of a suitable shelter for this purpose, which, 
judging from the experience already gained, should give. 
satisfactory results. 


Early in the year, a number of the patients and of the 
members of the Staff were affected by a mild type of epidemic 
sore throat, which on investigation proved to be diphtheroid 
in nature, and necessitated their temporary removal to the 
Isolation Hospital of the District. 


_ Fortunately no fatal case. occurred, and .the Hospital has, 
for many months, been altogether free from any kind of 
infection. 


~The exvense of the special treatment and nursing required, 
and of the thorough disinfection and cleaning of the whole 
building, has been considerable, and has raised the average 
cost per patient at that Hospital. 


Owing to his acceptance of an Official Appointment, 
Dr. Watts resigned his ‘position as Medical Officer at 
St. Nicholas at the end of June last. The Committee have 
to thank him for his services, especially during the very 
trying time referred to above. He has been succeeded by 
_Dr. W. R. Brunton of Birchington. 
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The Committee are very pleased to note that many friends 
living in the neighbourhood are now kindly taking an interest 
in the patients. In this respect the Hospital must always be 
at a disadvantage as compared with the Cheyne Hospital, as 
it is somewhat isolated, and therefore, the visits of those who 
go there are extremely welcome. The Committee extend their 
warmest thanks to those who have responded to the appeal 
made last year, by starting a Needlework Guild for the supply 
of Clothing, &c., for the patients. 


Cottage Homes. 


Several children have again been kept at various places in 
the country before being sent to their homes, it being found 
that, after long treatment in bed, they are much benefitted by 
special care whilst they are regaining strength. 


Finance. 


The Committee have very sincerely to thank several new 
Subscribers for their most welcome help. They regret that 
this is more than counterbalanced by losses through death and 
withdrawals. 


They have noted with satisfaction the increased grants 
received from the Hospital Sunday and Saturday Funds, and 
are very glad to be able to report that the Council of the King 
Edward’s Hospital Fund has made a grant of 100, which 
has been increased by £20 in respect of the special donation 
of Sir Ernest Cassel.

On reference to the Accounts it will be seen that the Expendi- 
ture for the year has exceeded the Income by about £460. 
This is partly attributable to the epidemic at St. Nicholas. A 
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Cheyne Hospital there is very little variation in the total, as 
compared with last year, but the saving under the head of 
Annual Cleaning was counterbalanced by increases in other 
items. The strikes in the summer, and the general rise in 
prices of food, fuel, and other articles, entailed a higher ex- 
penditure, and it is doubtful whether a reduction can be looked 
for in the near future. 


Increased help is therefore greatly needed, if the Hospitals 
are to be kept fully occupied, and an appeal is confidently made 
to all who are interested in their welfare, to help them in 
obtaining the support of others. 


The only Legacy received during the year has been one of 
#200, from the Executors of the late Miss Jane Godwin. 


Cots. 


It is greatly to be regretted that the subscription to another 
Cot has been withdrawn. Such help is of the greatest value, 
as there are so many applicants for admission where there is 
difficulty in securing the weekly payment. The Committee is 
constantly being asked to grant or obtain the benefit of Free 
or Half-Pay Cots. 


Acknowledgments. 


The special thanks of the Committee are once more tendered 
to the Staff of St. Luke’s Church, Chelsea, and to the Rev. 
H. E. Trimmer of St. Nicholas, for their ministrations to the 
spiritual wants of the patients. 


Many visitors have again brightened the lives of the suffering 
children by their frequent visits, or by the provision of enter- 
tainments and gifts, and all who have worked for or supported 
the Hospitals are cordially thanked.
